CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  “Company”,  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the  American 
Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  per 
piece  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue  except  when  numbered  catalogue  descriptions  comprise 
more  than  one  piece,  in  which  latter  case  bids  are  to  be  per  piece  unless  the  description 
contains  the  notation  “Lot”. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

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Lord  Charles  Manners,  Marquess  of  Granby,  4th  Duke  of  Rutland  (1754- 
i787),  elder  son  of  John,  Marquess  of  Granby,  the  famous  general;  entered  Eton 
College  Mar.  1,  1762,  as  Lord  Roos ; succeeded  his  father  as  Marquess  of  Granby, 
1770;  succeeded  as  4th  Duke  of  Rutland,  1779;  afterwards  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  and  K.G.  His  brother,  Lord  Robert  Manners,  R.N.,  (1758-1782)  was 
killed  in  the  great  naval  battle  off  Dominica  (known  as  Lord  Rodney’s  Action) 
Ap.  12,  1782.  A monument  to  him  was  erected  in  Westminster  Abbey. 


In  the  South  Kensington  Museum  catalogue  of  1868,  the  picture  is  described 
correctly  as  “Three-quarter  size,  standing,  looking  to  r. ; black  dress,  lace  collar, 
plumed  hat  in  1.  hand.  Canvas,  50  x 40.”,  but  under  the  title  of  Lord  Robert 
Manners.  Armstrong  (see  reference  below)  records  the  portrait  as  exhibited  at 
South  Kensington,  1868,  No.  860,  under  the  same  title;  and  an  engraving  of  the 
above  picture  as  Lord  Robert  Manners  was  made  in  1870  (reproduction  recorded 
below).  Another  portrait  of  the  same  subject,  captioned  Lord  Charles  Manners, 
was  presented  to  Eton  College  as  early  as  1773,  when  there  could  be  no  possible 
error  of  identity;  it  may  be  seen  today  among  the  Etonian  portraits,  and  is 
reproduced  in  Sir  Lionel  Cust,  Eton  College  Portraits,  1910,  pi.  7,  as  Charles 
Manners,  4th  Duke  of  Rutland.  It  is  on  the  basis  of  this  well-founded  identifica- 
tion that  the  correct  name  of  the  sitter  was  established.  It  may  be  further  noted 
that  Mrs.  Bell  in  Thomas  Gainsborough,  1897,  p.  101,  records  that  “Among  the 
many  titled  personnages  who  sat  to  Gainsborough  between  1774  and  1778  were 
. . . Charles,  Duke  of  Rutland,  in  a Vandyck  dress”,  an  extremely  unusual 
costume  for  the  period.
